Gasoline shortage 
is causing chaos

Chaos, that’s the word for the 
gasoline shortage. 
While the federal gasoline al- 
: location sy stem has failed to 
ease acute shortages in much 
of the country , odd-ev en ratio­ 
ning p lans in hard-hit states, 
counties and communities often 
confuse the situation. 
In 
some 
cases, 
conflicts 
among county , community , 
state and federal regulations 
leav e a gas-thirsty John Q. 
Public angry and bewildered as 
he waits in long lines to get $3 
worth. 
And whether he gets $3 worth 
« a full tank is determined by 
the station owner who may 
nav fe a rationing sy stem of his 
own. 
In 
Florida, for ex amp le, 
Sarasota County uses the Ore­ 
gon p lan of odd-ev en gas p ur- 
cnases. Cars witn license p iaies 
ending in ev en numbers may 
p urchase gas on ev en day s and 
those with odd p lates on odd 
day s. Driv ers in the county 
with out-of-state p lates may 
buy an additional fiv e gallons 
no matter the day , but the city 
of Sarasota does not allow such 
tDurchses bv out-of-staters. 
New York Gov . Malcolm Wil­ 
son said he has “a v isceral re­ 
action against gov ernment di- 
recung p eop le wnai io ao ' and 
has declined to make mandato­ 
ry the v oluntary Oregon odd-* 
ev en now in force. 
- But the Westchester County 
legislature p assed a mandatory 
uregon buy ing p lan this week, 
including the p rov ision that lo­ 
cal community gov ernments 
can sup ercede it. 
Already the Yonkers City 
Council has p assed a law that 
includes the hasic Westchester 
bounty p rov isions and adds 
tnat stations may establish 
hours when they may cat« * to 
regular customers only . That 


desp ite a Federal Energy Of­

And in up state New York, 
Saratoga Sp rings has adop ted a 
different v oluntary odd-ev en 
p lan based on the day s of the 
week. Motorists with odd-num­ 
bered p lates '’an get gas on 
Monday , Wednesday , Friday 
and Sunday , while ev en-p lated 
motorists get gas on the other 
day s. 


Hawaii has four different gas 
p lans in effect, all mandatory . 
But since the state has four 
islands, each with its own p lan, 
there is no ov erlap . 
Adding to the confusion, sta­ 
tion op erator p rotests against 
federal handling of the gas 
shortages were threatened or 
under way in fiv e Eastern 
states - Pennsy iv ma, Dela­ 
ware, Mary land, Connecticut 
and New York. 
Some Delaware op erators be­ 
gan a p ump -out p rotest Thurs­ 
day , v owing to sell gas as fast 
as customers wanted to buy it 
until their month’s allocations 
v ere gone. 
In Washington, Federl Ener­ 
gy Office chief William E. Si­ 
mon said his office was work­ 
ing on a new allocation for­ 
mula.

The Doctor Says: 


By DR. La wrence LAMB) 
DEAR DR. LAMB - Re­ 
cently my 23-y ear-old son 
suffered from a collap sed lung 
(sp ontaneous p neumouiorax ), 
cause unknown. Can lungs be 
strengthened with a p rogram of 
breathing ex ercises? What can 
be taken to av oid a recurrence? 
DEAR READER - Your son 
has a fairly uncommon medical 
p roblem and there is some 
likelihood that he will hav e a 
recurrence. 
A frequent cause of this 
p roblem is a small blisterlike 
formation on the surface of the 
lung 
called 
a 
“ bleb.” 
Remember that the lung is a 
comp lex balloon. It is filled 
with tiny balloons or air sacs 
that all ev entually connect 
together. 
The blister or bleb connects 
with the series of tiny balloons. 
When the bleb breaks, there is a 
slow leak of air through the 
resulting hole. A small “blow 
out” occurs, and the lung 
deflates. 
The air that leaks out of the 
broken bleb accumulates bet­ 
ween the lung and the chest 
wall. As it builds up it causes 
the lung to collap se Usually the 
.« tp o v is not comp lete. The 
p artially collap sed lung no 
longer functions effectiv ely in 
resp iration. While the lung is 
collap sed the bursted bleb 
starts healing, forming a scar 
where the blister used to be, 
When the healing p rocess is 
comp lete, the lung is air tight 
again. Nature has comp leted 
the “p atch job.” The air bet­ 
ween the collap sed lung and the 
chest wall is absorbed and the 
lung ex p ands, resuming its 
normal function. 
One reason indiv iduals who 
hav e one collap sed lung may 
hav e a recurrence is because 
there is often more than one 
bleb^ Sometimes these small 
Blebs carPBe seen by X ray . 
Usually they are located at the 
up p er tip of the lung 
Prev entiv e measures can be 
used in some instances If there 
is an area at the tip of the lung 
with 
blebsA they 
can 
be 
remov ed surgically . Another 
technique is to surgically tack 
the lung to the chest wall all 
around 
S Q it Cflfl t^ollap se. 
Most cases do not require either 
of these op erations Most cases 
(but not all) can be treated by 
help ing the lung ex p and, if and 


when it collap ses. 
The little blebs are usually 
there from birth. Because they 
are blister formations there are 
no ex ercises that will help the 
lungs in p rev enting a bleb from 
breaking 
Other than the 
surgical ap p roaches men­ 
tioned, there is not much y ou 
can do. I hav e discussed the 
ty p ical mild p roblem. The situ­ 
ation can be more difficult. In 
p ersons with unusual oc­ 
cup ations, for ex amp le p ilots 
ex p osed to changes in air 
p ressure from altitude, the 
situation is more imp ortant. 
When y ou go to altitude with air 
in the chest sp ace, it can ex ­ 
p and and cause p ressure on the 
heart and circulation. 
Most indiv iduals who ex ­ 
p erience a collap sed lung liv e 
normal liv es and are otherwise 
healthy . It is only when, and if, 
a blowout occurs that they are 
in trouble.

national Airp ort, authorities 
said. 
The would-be hijacker was 
shot to death by a p oliceman 
shooting through a cockp it win­ 
dow from outside the p lane, p o­ 
lice said. * 
The p lane’s p ilot was criti­ 
cally wounded duing the shoot­ 
ing, p olice said. The p assengers 
were not harmed.

at 
about 7 a.m. as the DC9 was 
being boarded for a scheduled 
flight to Atlanta. 
Authorities said the would-be 
hijacker, about 43, walked up to 
security guard George N. Ram- 
sburg and shot him sev eral 
times in the back of the head. 
The man then boarded the 
p lane, where the p ilot and cop i­ 
lot were shot, said Thomas

in 
charge of the Baltimore office 
of the FBI. 
The would-be hijacker was 
carry ing a briefcase later found 
to contain a crudely made 
bomb consisting of two one-gal­ 
lon canisters of gasoline and a 
rudimentary detonating mecha­ 
nism, Farrow said. The bomb 
was later destroy ed by demoli­ 
tion ex p erts from the Army and 
state p olice, he said. 
Officer Charles Troy er of the 
Anne Arundel County Police 
Dep artment heard the shooting 
and ran to the gate, where he 
saw the guard ly ing on the 
floor. 
Troy er saw the man in the 
doorway of the p lane and fired 
a shot at him as two steward­ 
esses were closing the p lane 
door, Farrow said.
